rules further to amend the Handling of Explosives 
in the Port of Bombay was published as required 
by sub-section (1) of section 18 of the Explosives 
Act, 1884 (4 of 1884), with the notification of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Industry 
(Department of Industrial Development), No. G.S.R. 
20 (E), dated the 6th January, 1986 in the 
Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part II, Section 3 
Sub-section (i), dated the 10th January, 1986, invit¬ 
ing objections and suggestions from all persons likely 
to be affected thereby before the expiry of a period 
of 45 days from the date on which the copies of the 
Official Gazette in which the notification was publish¬ 
ed were made available to die public; 

And, whereas, the copies of die said Official 
Gazette were made available to the public on 4-2-86 ; 


And, whereas no objections and suggestions^rave 
been received from the public on the said draft by 
the Central Government ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by sections 5 and 7 of the Explosives Act, 1884 (4 of 
1884), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules, namely 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Handling 
of Explosives in the Port of Bombay 
(Amendment) Rules, 1986. 

(2) They shall come into force from the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. After sub-rule (2) of rule 4 of the Rules, 1947 
for Handling of Explosives in the Port of Bombay, 
the following proviso shall be added, namely :— 

"Provided that die provisions of sub-rule (2) 
shall not apply to the ammunitioning or 
de-ammunitioning of warship.”
